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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 

(i) On page 12, line 20, "block 401a" is not in Figure 4. 

(ii) On page 12, line 30, "block 401b" is not in Figure 4. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations in claims 
1,12 and 15 specifically "in that the at least two associated uplink control channels 
relating respectively to the at least two simultaneous downlink temporary block flows are 
transferred on one and same uplink TDMA time slot, and at least one of said at least 
two simultaneous downlink temporary block flows is transferred on one or several 
downlink TDMA time slot(s), each of which is different from the downlink TDMA time slot 
that corresponds to the uplink TDMA time slot, which is used for said at least two uplink 
control channels", must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered.

Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-21 provide for the use of transferring data flow, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of 
a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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U.S. Patent No. 6,438,1 14 to Womack et al. relates to a communication system 
for exchanging session initiation protocol signaling messages between a user host 
associated with a wireless communication device, and a remote user host, through a 
network, and method therefor. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,778,509 to Ravishankar et al. relates to radio communication 
systems, and is more particularly related to a satellite packet switched communication 
system utilizing a medium access control (MAC) protocol to establish a channel for 
packet transfer. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,532,225 to Chang et al. relates to an arrangement where, in 
addition to the control channels that are used to set up sessions, there is a logically and 
physically separate and independent set of control channels that can be used as 
session control channels. Illustratively, the physical GSM frame arrangement that 
employs 8 logical slots is used, with one slot both in the uplink and downlink dedicated 
to these separate control channels. 

Based on the understanding of the applicant's claims, the patents cited above 
are the closest prior art.
